Obviously if the normal Blood Bank activity is cut in 
half. like it happens in our state in the last two weeks of 
November. there is great need to get the maximum drawing 
from the remainder.

Would you believe an increase in 
inflation in this country by almost 50 
percent during the next three years? It's 
entirely possible. 

That's one way to interpret recent 
congressional action raising the mini- 
mum wage every year over the next 
three years 30 that st will climb from the 
present $2.30 per hour to $3.35 an hour 
by 1981. 

That's an increase in the minimum 
wage of almost 50 percent during that 
period, and don’t be surprised if the rate 
of inflation keeps pace with the rate of 
increase in the wage floor. 

Specifically. the federal minimum 
wage is to go from the present $2.30 up 
to $2.65 on Jan. 1, 1978. then to $2.90 
one year tater, up to $3.10 in 1980. and 
finally to $3.35 in 1981.

ends meet these days? According to 
debate when the minimum wage Dill 
was being discussed, about 5 miilion 
workers will be directly affected. 

In my view, the effects of this law will 
be felt eventually by everyone in the 
country who works for a living. And 
that’s most of us. 

It seems so simple to me that I'm 
probably missing a point somewhere: 
but if you raise the wage floor, the 
effects certainly will be felt at every step 
along the line as time goes by. The 
higher wage levels simply can’t stop at 
the 5 million being paid minimum wage: 
the ripple effect comes into play. 

So as the wage level across the 
country qoes higher and higher — wn 
about 50 percent in the next three years, 
for example — then the rest of the 
economy will keep pace, or perhaps 
even outstrip the wage levels. Isn't that 
the way it seems to work? You may oe 
earning more money these days. but is 
it really buying you all that much more 
food and clothing and housing and 
transportation? 

Higher and higher, upward ever 
upward, How do you check the spiral 
inflation? Callous as it may sound. it 
seems to me that raising the minimum 
wage as Congress has just done has 
exactly the opposite effect.

Which tax is best? 

While we're in a generally downer 
mood, try this little quiz: Which tax do 
you dislike the most? 

Advisory Commission ‘on “Interqovern- 
mental Relations, the most unpopular 
American tax is the property tax, 33 
percent of those answering a recent poll 
listed local property tax as “least fair’. 

Not far behind is the federal income 
lax. registering an unfavorable index of 
28 percent. Then came state sales tax 17 
percent. state income tax 11 percent. 
and “don't know” at 11 percent. 

The other side of that coin (pardon 
the pun) is which level of government 
provides the most for your tax dollar. 
The same research outfit had an answer 
for that one, too. 

When asked which level of govern- 
ment gives taxpayers the most for their 
money. 36 percent said the federal 
government. while 26 percent said focal 
government and only 20 percent picked 
state government. 

Results are revealina, 
shocking. for those of us who feel that 
local government is the best of the lot 
because it's right there where the 
average citizen can get his hands on it, 
and therefore knows what's going on 
and reacts accordingly. 

But this poll indicates local govern- 
ment is in real trouble. Not only does 
local government collect the least 
popular tax. but only about one-fourth 
of the public think it’s getting its 
money's worth. Meanwhile. the big. 
bureaucratic, tax - grabbing. money- 
spending. far-away government in Wa- 
shington has more citizen respect.

From the Prosecutor's Office 


CRIME IN CRAWFORD COUNTY 
by Kent & Davis 


National siaiisiics seem to indicaia ial crime oy on the 
increase. Although the rate of increase seems to have diminished 
somewhat in the past year or so, the rising crime problem is one 
which has effected almost every community, including our own. 

The statistics for Crawtord County, based upon the iecords of 
Circuit Court, District Court and the Prosecutor's Office, seem to 
indicate that there has been a steady increase in the amount of 
crime in Our community dyring the last decade. Moreover, thare 
seems to be a significant increase in the ammount of serious crimes, 
i.e., felonies, commilted within the County. This rate of increase 
may seem alarming at first glance, however, it is extremely 
encouraging to review the statistics which reflect the excellent job 
that local jaw enforcement agencies have done in fighting crime 
within our County. 

It is often said that the mainstay of any law enforcement effort 
is the number of suspects caught and convicted. During the period 
from January 1, 1977, through October 31, 1977, we have 
effectuated 49 felony convictions (a felony is generally defined as a 
serious crime that is punishable by more than one year of 
incarceration). At the present rate of conviction, we should realize 
approximately 60 felony convictions for the calendar year 1977. 
During 1976 there were a total of 24 felony convictions achieved. 
This drastic increase in the number of convictions is a direct 
measure of the quality of our !aw enforcement personnel. It appears 
obvious to our office that Sheriff Curt Haas, Police Chief Pete 
Stephan and their men are doing a tremendous job of identifying 
and solving crimes. Coupled with the Michigan State Palice, this 
team of law enforcement personnel represents some of the finest 
officers in the State 

During the nine year period from 1967 through 1976 there were 
108 felony convictions in Crawford County. Assuming 60 felony 
convictions for 1977, it is obvious that in one year our law 
en‘orcement personnel, in cooperation with tne Prosecutor's 
Office, have obtained more than one-half the number of total felony 
convictions gained in nearly the nast decade 

We feel that this outstanding record is due to aggressive law 
enforcement and effective prosecution, but it should be clearly 
noted that any law enforcement organization is only as good as the 
local community in which it functions. Without the cooperation and 
participation of local members of our community, these impressive 
Statistics would not have been possible. Accordingly, we can all ba 
proud of our united effort against the criminal problem. In fact, if 
other communities followed our examples of cooperation and 
unity. perhaps the national crime statistics could be turned around.
